PROCRESS OF RESTORATION, 


THE WISTORY OF A FAMOUS TORTRESS, 


The restoration now being carried ont 
at the Tower of London will reveal more 
clearly than for many years past some 
cof the essential features of the moss 
famous and bistéric English stronghold. 

Wo inherit in the Tower of London the 
visible corner-stone. of the feudal system 
in England. When William the Norman 
consolidated his conquest of the country 
his most urgent necessity was to secure tho 
City of London. - This he did by breaking 
down o portion of the wall on the east 
sido near where it nbutted on the Thames, 
‘and inserting’in the breach a fortified 
place of his own, | At first this may have 
been a trenched and palisaded eneamp- 
mont; but soon he hegan to build more 
darably. The actual work was entrusted’ 
to Gundulf of Bee, who suon besame 
Bishop of Rochester, Tho great square 

Keep, or White Tower, which lifts its 
four turrets with their golden vanes over 
the surrounding walls and dominates the 
shipping in the river, is the: original 
Tower of London, -The line, of the old 
city wall ran clow by it, cutting across 
the area of thé enlarged and completed 
Tower from the waterside tu the ere: 
Tower Hill, Red Roman tiles can bu seen 
exposed at a point between the. White 
Tower and the river, whore the boundary 
of ancient Loridininm ren; and in the last 
few months more of them have been hit 
upon in another piece of the ancient wall, 
disinterred beneath the flour’ of the 
huteher'’s shop attached to the barracks, 
during someexcayations for an instalment 
of hot baths, This newly, discovered 
section of the wall is in a dircet tine with 
the portion exposed hy the.

- PRESONERS? CARVINGS, 


On the outer side of Tower Green rises 
tho Beauchamp Tower, whieh cnrly gained 
celebrity as a Stat: prison, and probably 
took: its name from that Karl of Warwick 
who lodged here unwillingly at the close 
of the 14th century. More fortunate than 

“many other of the Tower's captives, he 
was freed by the abdication of Richard TL. 
after a captivity of two s; but the 
numerous designs «nd inscriptions cut in 
the walls of the prison-chumbers in severa! 
of the towers speak eloquently of the 
‘endless tedium of comfmement, and. form 
2 collection of strange ‘interest. Some 
were carved on the walle of the Beauchamp 
Towér itself, while: sume - have heen 
temoved there to form a. representative 
group.

some .well-timed counterstroke ‘when tbe 
‘Royal party was in difficulties; and the 
Tower remains as a‘ symbol, not only’ of 
the foundation of feudalism in England, 

but of its ability to develop a, practical 
working .combination with ‘middle-class 
democracy.
